Joe Roy Gaines, Rt. 1, Comanche, farm er, is lec­ 
tured holding a pocupine, stranger to Comanche 
County, which was killed about 5:30 a.m. Thurs­ 
day, July 15, at the Gaines farm in the Board 
Church community. The animal, bayed and fought 
by Gaines’ two dogs, a German Shepherd and a 
Collie, was shot with a .22 by Roy Sliger, Gaines’ 
son-in-law, who lives close by. The porcupine, bay­ 
ed by the dogs under a peach tree, won the bat­ 
tle against the dogs, but lost the war to Sliger. 
W hat happened to Gaines’ dogs? He simply had 
to bring them to a Comanche veterinarian who 
put them to sleep to remove the many porcupine 
quills imbedded in their mouths, heads, and Lxxlies. 
The porcupine, generally found in cooler areas 
than Comanche, is a vegetarian, feeding on twigs 
and tree bark. The animal is described as listless 
and dumb. The “Porky” killed on the Gaines 
farm , was a male and weighed 11L pounds.

Fads On Peaches 
For Canning

Extra large peaches may be

The fresh peach season is ex­ 
tremely short-lived. 
So you'll want to make it last 
the year around hv canning and 
freezing peaches for future use. 
The delicious Elbertas moving 
to market now are excellent for 
processing. Since they're free­ 
stone. getting them ready for 
freezing or canning is easy. 
Keep in mind that the pink 
blush on peaches is only part 
of the color story, since all va­ 
rieties do not turn pink when 
ripe 
Look especially for what 
producers call “ground color.’' 
Select 
peaches 
that 
have 
a 
creamv or yellowish color back 


seen. Clean top of jar and aa 
worth the higher cost if you’re 
canning peaches to be used in 
Saladis. But in the ease that 
you plan to use your canned 
peaches for cobblers, medium 
and small ones may be just as 
good. Large fancy peaches are 
not needed for freezing, drying 
or preserving, since the fruit is 
sliced for these processes. Use 
of large fruit does have the ad­ 
vantage of taking less time to 
peel and pit. 
For 
canning 
peaches, 
first 
wash and peel. Feaches may be 
peeled with a knife, but scald­ 
ing and lye-peeling are quicker 
methods. Make a sirup of 1 L2 
cups of water and ' 2 cup of sug­ 
ar for each quart of peaches to 
be canned. Boil sirup for 5 min­ 
utes. Boil peaches in sirup for 
2 to 3 minutes. Layer-pack the 
peaches into hot sterilized jars, 
seed side down. Cover with hot 
sirup to yi inch of top of jar.

spines imbedded in the peaches on low-hanging 
limbs when the animal brushed against the fruit 
while fighting two dogs owned by Gaines. And 
the dogs, not available for picture, due to still be­ 
ing “out” after removal of “Porky” spines by a 
local veterinarian, looked like pin cushions, their 
owner reported. Contrary to belief by some folks, 
the porcupine does not “throw” the quills when 
attacked. The barbed spines are loosely set from 
head to tail on the animal and become easily im­ 
bedded in the flesh of an attacker. The porcupine’s 
worse enemy is the Fisher, an animal which is 
sm art enough to overturn “Porky” to slash away 
at the non-spined belly area. 


The flying shuttle which made 
the modern loom possible was 
patented by John Kay of Eng­ 
land in 1733.
